Referring to statistics in the U. 
S. Bureat cf Public Roads Records, 
Mr. Reeves pointed out that 1930 
was the first year in the history of 
the automobile industry when the 
total registration of motor vehicles 
for the country failed to equal that 
of the preceding year. 

“This certainly does not mean 
that the number of people who de- 
sire or can afford to own automo- 
biles is decreasing,” continues Mr. 
Reeves. “There is every assurance 
that individuals who have been 
forced to dispense with the services 
of an automobile during the last 
two years will desire to purchase an- 
other as soon as business condi- 
tions become stabilized. 

“This is borne out in a recent 
survey. Uncertainty of business 
conditions, employment and wages

JULY CAR EXPORTS 
GAIN; TRUCKS AND

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Though 

exports of American passenger 
cars increased 9 per cent. during 
July, the usual seasonal decline 
manifested itself in other automo- 
tive exports so that a decrease of 
12.95 per cent. obtained in automo- 
tive export totals as compared to 
June, while a decrease of approxi- 
mately 32 per cent. was registered 
from July of last year. Exports of 
trucks and other automotive prod- 
ucts exclusive of passenger cars, fell 
off about 23 per cent. 

Automotive products exported 
during July were valued at $12,821,- 
947, as compared with a valuation of 
$14,730,638 during June. Cars, trucks 
and chassis accounted for $5,978,802,

Albany, Sept. 18.—Bearing Senate 
introduction No. 35 a new form of 
| Commpunery motor vehicle insurance 
bill was introduced in the Senate 
last night by Thomas F. Burchill, | 
Democrat of New York. The bill pro- 
vides that every motor vehicle owner 
shall pay $5 a month dues into the 
New York State Motor Vehicle 
Owners Mutual Association and 
give® complete coverage against all 
injuries to person received as the 
result of such operation on the pub- 
lic highways. It guarantees hospital 
expenses of the injured and pro- 
vides for the same proportion of 
wages for compensation as is paid 
by the workmen’s compensation law. 

The bill is coupled in with un- 
employment relief by the creation 
of some 10,000 jobs and the pro- 
vision that the profits derived shall 
be paid into the unemployment re- 
lief fund of the state. 

Under the terms of the bill pre- 
sented each motor vehicle owner 
would be compelled to join the New 
York State Motor Vehicle Owners 
Mutual Association and pay $5 per 
month dues for each motor vehicle 
operated on the public highways. A

“Greater improvements in the 


comfort factor—the general appear- 
ance of bus interiors—have kept 
pace with the exteriors. Colors that 
add an air of restful spaciousness 
have been effectively developed to 
tie in appropriately with the exter- 
ior color arrangement, and with the 
upholstery materials. 
“Although light-colored 
enjoyed wide acceptance, due to 
their attention value, among bus op- 
erators in the past, this style of 
color treatment is rapidly giving way 
to the more modern trend of hav- 
ing the top, upper quarters, fenders 
and wheel hubs finished in the same 
dark shade. The dark top, of course, 


contributes to the illusion of low-| 


ness—-and as the eye is brought 


down from the top to the fenders | 


and wheel hubs in the same iden- 
tical color as the roof, the effec- 
tiveness of this illusion is increased. 
The lower body, hood, and trim 
(window reveals, etc.) are generally 
in a lighter color than that se- 
lected for the roof. Belt, striping 
and wheels are in 
color. The use of a horizontal ac- 
cent color on the belt area adds 
considerably to the unit's appear- 
ance of length. 

“Among the outstanding bus 
entries at the 1931 convention, the 
following color schemes will par- 
ticularly take the eye of every one 
interested in distinction and origin- 
ality in hue harmony. 

“An observation bus with body 
panels in an extremely light, grey- 
ish brown value, known as Bambara 
brown light, in combination with 
upper structure, fenders, and hub 
caps in soft, gray Worth brown 
light, sufficiently darker than the 
body color to form a satisfactory 
contrast and appropriately ac- 
cented with belt and wheels in 
scintillating vermilion light, makes 
an extremely good looking unit.

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That Last Ounce 


JOHN DEWITT, one of the greatest guards who ever 
played football and captain of a great Princeton team 


back about 1903, if a senile memory does not betray us, once 
remarked that the only things he ever regretted in his foot- 
ball career were the times when he did not give the last 
ounce. Then he explained by saying: ‘You sometimes 
realize after a game that even though you have played your- 
self as you thought completely out, there was somewhere in 
your being another ounce of reserve that for some reason or 
other you did not tap. You could have done just a little bit 
more. Those are the things you regret afterward.” 

We wonder whether Mr. DeWitt’s reflection on giving 
the last ounce to the winning of a football game could not 
be applied with advantage to the more important game that 
we are playing here in America at the present time? Are we 
all of us putting the last ounce of reserve that we have into 
the business of getting this country back onto its financial 
feet? 

We mentioned in this column some weeks ago the pur- 
chasing agent who said that never in his experience had it 
been so easy to say “No” to salesmen as it is today. Now 
salesmen are, so to speak, the shock troops of the business 
world. 

It is a fact that the salesman today is the most important 
unit in our economic system. Idle factories will stay idle 
until the salesmen in the field get the orders that will start 
the wheels moving again. Automobile dealers’ businesses will 
remain on at a lower level of activity until the salesmen sell 
more cars and more service. Business is not going to take a 
definite turn for the better until the salesmen of America 
do their job. . 

What we need at the present moment is aggressive, alert 
and heads-up selling and a spirit behind the sales job that 
refuses to take “No” for an answer until that last ounce of 
effort has been tapped. 


NE of the most important speeches that the world has 
listened to in a long time was that which Gerard Swope, 
president of the General Electric Company, delivered in New 
York the other evening. Mr. Swope discussed the “Stabiliza- 
tion of Industry” and he not only presented the problems 
which lie in the path of this accomplishment, but, better yet, 
he offered solutions of them. © And it is these problems that 
American business has got to solve if it would avoid conse- 
quences that might easily reach to the proportions of revo- 
lutionary change. 

To establish industry on a firm basis Mr. Swope would 
work through trade associations, each one of these to embrace 
all manufacturers in a given field. The associations would 
handle ‘“‘all matters which may arise from time to time relat- 
ing to the growth and development of industry and commerce, 
in order to promote stabilization of employment and give the 
best service to the public.” 

Presumably it would fall under the province of these 
trade associations to regulate or guide production to secure 
the orderly development of industry and the steady employ- 
ment of labor. It is fairly obvious that to guide production 
in such channels as will prevent a repetition of boom and 
depression there must be co-operation within any given in- 
dustry. But that is forbidden at the present time by our 
anti-trust laws. Mr. Swope would change all this and still 
protect the general public from the danger of monopoly by 
creating Federal commissions to supervise the work of the 
trade associations. 

Here is a carefully thought out plan, framed by a leader 


of big business, designed to end present conditions in the! 


industrial world and protect both capital and labor. Many 


people will not agree with all Mr. Swope’s findings, but cer- 
tainly his plan, the first comprehensive one that has been 
offered, deserves the earnest consideration of every indus- 
trialist and every laborite.

PENNSYLVANIA WAGES 
INCREASE IN AUGUST 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 18.—Fac- 
tory employment and wage pay- 
ments in Pennsylvania were about 
1 per cent. larger in August than 
July, according to jndices of the 
Philadelpiha Federal Reserve Bank 
based on reports from 834 manufac- 
turing establishments, employing 
255,000 wage earners and having a 
weekly pay roll of over $5,000,000. 
Operating time, as measured by em- 
ployee hours worked at 582 plants, 
also increased 2 per cent. 

More than seasonal gains in em- 
ployment were reported by groups 
comprising textile, lumber, stone, 
clay and glass and leather products. 
The transportation equipment 
group, on the other hand, showed 
the largest decline, marked reces- 
sions in this industry having con- 
tinued since early last year. The 
amount of wages paid increased 
rather sharply in textile industries, 
lumber and leather products. The 
paper and printing industry also re- 
corded seasonal gains over July, 
Groups made up of metal products, 
transportation equipment, foods and 
tobacco and chemical products had 
smaller pay rolls than in the pre- 
ceding month.
